With Drugs and Medicines: Two Apothecaries 
of whom the ſaid Company had bought ſome 


Goods, by the Recommendation of Dr. Lewit, 


and with the Aſſiſtance of the ſaid Dr. Levit, 


endeavour'd by all Means imaginable, to prepoſ- 


ſeſs the Gentlemen then in the Direction to his 


the ſaid Goodwin's prejudice, upon which a Hear- 
ing was appointed betwixt the Apothecaries and 


the ſaid Goodwin, before the Court of Aſſiſtants, 


in which the ſaid Goodwin gave ſo great Satisfac- 


tion to the Court, that they appointed him to 


furniſh the Medicines they wanted for their Ship: 


and Factories. Upon which the Doctor and A. 
Dot hecaries vow'd Revenge, and have ever fince 


ſtuck at nothing to accompliſh it, as by the Se-

them, undertook to get an Act of Parliament, 
whereby they might have a Power to put in 
Execution their premeditated Revenge. The 
Cenſors of the College uſed to come once in eve-

Thing, until the Act was procured, though Dr. 
Plumbtree, who was the moſt forward in theſe 
violent Proceedings againſt him, and was Cenſo. 
the Year before, was mightyComplaiſant and Ci- 
vil. No ſooner had they got the Power they 
wanted, but they began to 'Thunder out theit 
Anathema's, and One of them in Particular, de- 
clared in Company, that they now had. got an 
Act of Parliament on their Side, and that Good. 
Win 7 4 to be deſtroyed, and that they would 
go as far as they could towards it; the Perſon 
that told Goodwin this, was Mr. James Brackſto,

| Viſit Mr. Goodwin's Shop, and he ſtaid at Home, 
on Purpoſe to receive their firſt Fire.

IIl- nature, and walked about whiſpering with one 


another: Being diſappointed for that Time, of 


putting their evil Intentions in Practice, at their 
going away, Dr. Plumbtree, in a haughty Man- 
ner, told the ſaid Goodwin, that he muſt take 
Care to keep good Medicines, or they would be 

very ſevere upon him, to which the ſaid Good- 


win replied, Gentlemen, if you'll be ſo Kind as 


to let me know what is amiſs, it ſhall be rectified, 
and II will take Care to keep the beſt of Drugs, 
and make the beſt of Medicines ; this was about the 
20th of May, 1124 ; nothing Material happened 


excepting the frequent Threats, that a Fire was to 


be made at his Door, until the th of June fol- 
| lowing ; when meeting with one of the Directors 


of the Eaſt India Company in the Street, who faid 


Mr. Goodwin, what do you deſign to do with the 
Doctors, J was in Company with ſome of them, 
who declare they will do you all the Prejudice 
they can, and will be with you in a few Days ; 


and accordingly in three Days after, the Cenſors 


came to his Shop, and he and his Wife being both

man, arbitrary, and fraudulent Manner, which 
be hath Evidence to prove.

in his abſence; yet theſe unmereiful Men, on 
whom no Entreaties or Prayers could prevail, 
took out of his Houſe divers Goods, being 
good in their Kind, and made a Fire before his 
Poor, and ordered their Beadle to throw them 
in, and when they had ſo done, they having 
found ſome old Plaiſters, that was not the Pro- 
perry of him the ſaid Goodwin, but the Goods 
of other Perſons, that came back in Surgeons 
_ Cheſts from Africa, ſome of which had been 
out of England two or three Years; having 
collected theſe together, they wanted to expoſe 
him further, and called for a Box, and put them 
in, and then perſwaded his Servants to appeal 
to the College for them; who refuſed, but one 
or other of them perſwaded them, that it would 
be for their Maſter's Advantage to appeal, and 
ask'd them over and over above 20 Times, be- 
fore they would Conſent, and that 2 or 3 of 
his Servants, after the Phyſicians had by artful 
Arguments, perſwaded them to appeal, declar'd 
that the firſt thing that they would Appeal as to, 
was a glaſs of Lapis Contrayerve, that ſtood ready 
for Deſtruction before them, but the Phyſeci ans 
ordered it to be thrown into the Street, and 
would not permit them to Appeal as to any thing 
but what they pleafed. It is alſo to be further 
obſerved during their ſtay in the Shop, which 
was about three Hours, diverſe Perſons came to 
buy Goods, whom the Phy/ic:zans by one Act: 
on or other turned away, and particularly one of 
them. ſaid, there was nothing good in the Shop.

The ſaid Goodwin went 


not ſuffer'd : After opening the Box and pro- 
ducing the Medicines, and reading the Appeal, 
the Phyſicians were ſo far from being Judges, 
that not one of them was able to tell the quan- 
tity of any one Drug they thought deficient in 
any one of the Compoſitions; and tho he the 

faid Goodwin, brought ſufficient Proof of the 
Truth of each Compoſition, and even ſuch

that the ſaid Goodroin could ſay or do, the Phy- 
ficians ſaid they were not like the Samples they 


had procured.

prove that no Judgment could be given by thoſe 
Samples, and to confirm them therein, aſſured 


them that he was provided with Ingredients for 
the Compoſition of thoſe Medicines, and pray- 


ed to be permitted to mix them before them, 


which would convince them of the Goodneſs of | 


his Medicines, but was refuſed, and ordered to 


withdraw; then he was called in again, and ask'd 
what he had further to ſay before they paſs'd

egan firſt, with one, and then another, and in

ſon of ſuch violent Proceedings againſt him, 
and particularly he directed his Diſcourſe to Dr.

APT ER that, the iid Goodwin was pre- 


voailed on by his Friends to go to the Cenſors,

to Burn the other, which would utterly Deſtroy 
him and his Family; that he had been many

Then an- 
wer d Dr. Bale, he ſhould not have juſtify'd
